Unbeatable, undefeatable and invincible are just 
a few words to describe Colossus Chess. I've 
always appreciated a good chess game, but I 
never thought I would enjoy a game that I 
couldn't beatl It even beat Sargon II, AtariChess 
and Chess 7.0 at 16 out of 16 games! 

It also has the most features of any game I have 
ever played Features like two display screens, 
one to show the board of pieces and the other to 
display past move records, player names, elapsed 
time clock (for tournament m0de).aiKi hiforma- 
tion about how Colossus made its decisions, so we 
can learn to play better. 

As for being fast. Colossus thinks through 3000 
opening moves in about 3 seconds. In mid- game, 
it thinks through 450 saovM ^ seccmd 




When the computer has most of your game 
pieces, you can switch sides akhough it will 

still win! You can even go back in the game to 
make different moves or jisk-Colossus to make a 
move for you. is ii*^^ i / 

Since a good game of chess can take several days 
to complete, it is possible to save the fame at any 
time. When a game is reloaded, you can replay, 
on screen, the entire game from the beginning at 
dif fnent speeds. 

Everything in Colossus is documented The only 
pr^lem is there are only IS pages of documen- 
tation and what is there on the backside of the 

disk. That's ok if you have a printer or a photo- 
gr^hic memory, but it means writer's cramp for

The price makes up for it! At about $12 from 
local Atari dealers or mail-order, it's a worthy 

investment So, if you like chess, look no farther 
than Cok)ssus Chess 3.0.

MACE Constitution 

Adopted September 15, 1981. Amended on May 
17, 1984; July 16, 1985; October 21, 1986 and 
September 21, 1987. 

Purpose of Organizatioii 

It shall be the purpose of the Michigan Atari 
Computer Eathu&iasts (hereafter called MACE or 
the Chib) to promote an interexchange of ideas 
and informatin concerning Atari personal 

computers. Mk^^icmm^Mm^ 

Ax MembmaMp and Does 
There shall be no requirements for membership 
in MACE other than an active interest in Atari 

Computc^tl^^^^^ 

The Club, by a (simple) majority vote of tiiosc 
members present at a general membership 
meeting, may4evy upon the entire membership 
such dues or assessments as shall be deemed 
necessary for the conduct of the Club's business. 
Every member must pay these assessments when 
due, in- wder to retain all of the rights and 
privileges of membership in MACR 

Since MACE membership includes all 
immediate family members, all references to 
voting in this Constitution allow for ONE vote 
per membership. 

B: Organization and Procedures 

Section 1 The Executive Board (EB) shi^ be 
the chief administrative body of MACE.

b) Members ex- officio shaU be: 

The chairperson of any committee 
Members of the previous year's EB 

c) Each voting member of the EB shall 
have OM vote. The EB shall determine its

Section 2 The EB shall organize, plan and 
administer Club activities. The EB shall carry 
out the business of the Club between monthly 
general membership meetings. Decisions made 
by the EB can be over- ruled by a (simple) 
majority vote of those members present at a 
general membership meeting. 



Section 3 The President and/or Treasurer may 
authorize expenditMM of Club money up to 
$100 per month. The EB as a whole may 
authorize individual expenditures of up to $500 
per month. Any expenditures of Club funds 
above $500 in any month must be authorized by 
a majority vote of the membership attending a 
monthly general meeting. Exceptions to the 
above rule are the costs of printing and mailing 
the Journal and the paying of the rental for the 
general meeting lialL 

Section 4 The Club, by a (simple) majority 
vote of those members present at any general 
membership meeting, may establish provisional 
or standing committees to expedite the 
management of Club activities. Each committee 
shall determine its own rules of procedure and 
membership, govern its own affairs and 
activities, and elect a chairperson and other 
officials as deemed necessary. 

Section 5 All proceedmgs iu>t co¥«od mJHm 
Constitution or bylaws shall be governed by the 
latest edition of Roberts Rules of Order. The EB 
shall determine all questions of Constitutionality 
arising within the Club, and interpret all unclear 
clauses of this Constitution or bylaws and all 
Club resolutions. 

Section 6 Annoucement of a required vote or 
an election shall be printed in the Journal at least 
one month prior to the general meeting. 
C: Election of Officers 
Section 1 Elected officers of MACE shall be: 
President 
Vice President 
Corresponding Secretary 
Recording Secretary ^ 
Treasurer 
Journal Editor 
Meeting Coordinator 
8bit Disk Librarian 
16bit Disk Librarian 
Membership Chairperson 
Convention Manager 
Section 2 Officers shall be elected for a term 
of one year by a baUot of those members present 
at the September general membership meeting. 
For purposes of these elections, a quorum will be 
those members present with paid memberships. 

Section 3 AU MACE officers shall be at least 
18 years of age when elected to office. (Officers 
often sign contracts for MACE* and one must be 
18 to do so in Michigan.) 

Nominations shall be open to all MACE 
members. In all elections, winners shall be deter- 
mined by simple majority. If there is no winner 
on the first ballot, the name of the candidate 



with the least number of votes shall be with- 
drawn, and a second ballot is taken. This process 
shall be repeated until one candidate achieves a 
sinatple majority of the vote. t o^i ^- 

Vacancies occnring between elections shall be 
filled by special election, to be held at the first 
meeting following the creation of the v^cmcy 

(where there is a candidate for the position). ^, . 

D: Duties of Officers 

The President shall preside at all general 
membership meetings, and^^oMkict them 
according to the rules adopted. The President 
shall enforce observation of the Constitution and 
bylaws and perform the customai^ duties of the 
office, as stated in the latest edition of Roberts 
Rules of Order. 

The Vice President shall assume the duties of the 
President, in the absence of the latter, and shall 
be an ex- officio member of all committes and 
coordinate inter- committee activities. In 
addition, the Vice President shall function as 
Advertising Manager for the Journal 



The Corresponding Secretary shaO be respomible 

for conducting Club business via the mails. 
He/she shall carry on all Club correspondence 
and be responsible for the preparation of 
documents on the Club's behalf. He/ She shall 
function as chief communications officer, and 
shall be responsible for pickia^^ and 
distributing the mail from the Club post office 
box. ' ^ 

The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of 
the proceedings of the Club. His/Her minutes 
ftJliall be submittcid to the membership for 
approval eadi sncceeding genoral meeting. 

The Treasurer shall carry out the Club's financial 
duties and keep awmcammc account of each 
transaction and of the Club's current financial 
status, as well as, Ji^^iist in the process of 
corporate financial reporting. 

The Journal Editor shall be responsible for the 
production of the monthly newsletter and any 
other Club publication. 

The Meeting Coordin«ta9r^all be responsible for 
seeing that a suitable meeting place » avidlable 

for the general membership meetings, for 
planning and organizing the programs for these 



meetings, and for seeing that sufficient tables and 
chairs are available each month. 
The 8bit Disk Librarian shall be responsible for 
maintaining the &bit public domain disk Ubrary 
and related documentation, as well as, (x>pying 
and distributing library disks. He/She shall sell 
these disks to MACE members ONLY. 

The 16bit Disk Librarian shall be responsible for 
maintaining the 16bit pubhc domain disk Ubrary 
and relate44ocumentation» as well as, copying 
and distributing library disks. He/She skmM seB 
these disks to members ONLY. 

The Membership Chairperson shall be 

responsible for keeping accurate records of who 
the Club's members are, when their member- 
ships expire and other member data. He/She 
shall also print the mailing labels for each 
month's general membership meeting. 

Convention Manager shall be responsible for 
coordinating ALL activities necessary for the 
planning and holding of any MACE spipnsored 
conventions (ie. Taricon). He/She will be 
chairperson for a Convention SIG what would 
handle sMja^aU^s concerning said conventions. 

Since MACE does not sponsor such events on a 
yearly basis, this officer position would only exist 
after the membership has voted to sponsor the 
event The offiar^f C<il^iilMi^MMAger-ii^kl 
be removed from the EB 60 days following the 
completion of a convention. , 

E: Amendment of Constitution 
This Constitution may be amended by a vote of 
2/3 of the members present at a general 
membership meeting. 

F; Upinentioned Powers 
All powers, priviledges, rights and duties not 
otherwise delegate by this Constitution shall be 
reserved for the general membership of this 
Club. 

G: Officer Compensation 

^ .-^ \, ^ ■ . .. ■ J. - ^ 
MACE officers shall be compensated by the 
renewal of their MACE membership during their 
term of office. When it is time for their 
membership renewal, their membership will be 
extended for one additional year at no charge. 

Any officer NOT serving a full year will receive 
free membership equal to the number of months 
service as an officer.
